SOVIET OFFERS 
EXCHANGE OF 
D I P L O M A T S 


Asks Safe Conduct for Lit- 


vinoff as Neutral 


Guarantee

AMSTERDAM—The Soviet gov- 


ernment of Russia is willing to pre- 
pare for the exchange of diplomats 
with Great Britain, if the neutral 
powers will undertake to guarantee 
that the Bolshevik representatives 
at London are given a safe conduct 
home. The following statement by 
Foreign Minister Tchitcberin 
for- 


warded outlines the conditions un- 
der which the Soviet government 
will act. 


"After discovery °* tl10 cc™3* 
of action-of the French" ar.d British 
diplomats, whose activities were di- 
rected against the Soviet power,.the 
government of the Soviet republic 
found itself 'obliged' to isolate va- 
rious agents of the powers named. 
Nevertheless tho government, an' be- 
fore, is willing to prepare for the 
exchange of diplomats if the neu- 
tral powers will undertake to guar- 
antee that M. Litrinoff and all Rus- 
sian citizens "receive a safe conduct; 
that LitvinofTu and his 'collaborat- 
ors' baggage be permitted to pass 
without examination and thai; no 
other difficulties be put in the way 
of his collaborators. 


"Those conditions must, togeth- 


er with free exit from London and 
passage across 
Scandinavia

guaranteed by Holland,.Norway and 
Sweden.

ed From Rural Districts 


High 


Health supervision of school chil- 


dren, especially in rural districts, 
will bo recommended for adoption 
psr.erally throughout the state dur- 
ing the 'school year now beginning. 
Contrary to a common belief, coun- 
try school children ara leas healthy 
than city children of school ago. 
The army examinations confirmed 
this fact. 
The percentage of men 


rejected as unfit for military sen-ice 
because of physical defects has been 
considerably larger among men from 
rural districts 
than among city 


residents. 
Public Supervision Tjrged 


Health authorities are .undertak- 


ing to remedy this fault by encour- 
aging the introduction of school 
health supervision. 
The United 


States is said to bo behind most Eu- 
ropean countries in provisions for 
the health of school children. 
In 


this country, -while many of the city 
schools have adopted health meas- 
ures, most of the rural schools have 
none. 
No comprehensive survey of rural 


school conditions has ever been made 
in Wisconsin. 
As an evidence of 


That such a survey may be expected 
to uncover, however, the s^ate board 
of health quotes from a report of 
•in inspection of ono rural school by 
a deputy health officer: 
"Twenty- 


nine children in the school were ex- 


• 
ttmined. 
Twenty-one had enlarged 


tonsils, four cases of adenoids were 
found, and 22 children with defective 
teeth and five with defective vision 
were discovered." 


The deputy added that at least 50 


per cent of the children in this school 
•were in need of medical or surgical 
treatment. 


Where Nobody Cared 


Dr. 3. N. Hurty, state health of- 


ficer of Indiana, summarized a sim- 
ilar report thus: 
"In one rural school of 27 pupils 


I found seven anemic, emaciated 
children and 5 of these were actual- 
ly starving. 
One little -wizened girl 


had one batter cake -with molasses 
iror broakfact, and in her dinner 
•bucket for mnch was one soggy bis- 
:uit and one small apple. 'All of 
the 27 pupils needed medical atten- 
tion. 
There was not a child that 


did not have, two or more decayed 
teeth. 
Every child had suffered 


from one or. more attacks of so- 
called 'colds' during the winter, and 
16 said they had had colds since 
school opened in the fall. 
There 


was not a clean tongue in the school; 
even tho teacher wore a coat, and 
she, too, had several decayed teeth. 
One child had a running ear; seven 
had defective sight; every child had 
dirty ears, dirty neck ar.d dirty 
scalp, and of course we found dis- 
eased tonsils, enlarged neck glands, 
pigeon breasts, and eruptions. One 
girl, 16 years old, still in the third 
grade, suffered with dementia prae- 
cox. 
The word hospital should have 


been over the door instead of Dis- 
trict School No, 3."
